Brussells, April 10—Two policemen 


named Hoffelfl and.Beerlandt narrow- 
ly escaped fatal injuries in the severe 
socialistic rioting which was resumed 
last night Two officers have serious 
pistol shot wounds. They escaped with 
their lives by taking, reefuge in an 
attic. The turbulent socialists were 
finally checked at North station where 
mounted gendarmes charged them. 


The smashing of windows, revolver 


firing and other disorders continued 
here throughput last evening. 
A 


crowd of rioters, marching toward the 
suburb of Schaerbeek, drove the pol- 
icemen into a cafe. The rioters loot- 
ed this cafe and wounded all three o£ 
the policemen by revolver shots. Re- 
enforcements of gendarmes have been 
sent to Schaerbeek. 


At Liege the rioters smashed the 


windows of a Jesuit church and semi- 
nary. A Deputy named Troelet was 
among the persons wounded there.

The supply comes from the cafes, 


restaurants, hotels and other public 
places. Men and women pick over the 
garbage heaps and the dust bpxes. and 
boys run up and down the parcuioiits 
in front of the hotels early c\ erj morn- 
ing looking for "snipes." Some of the 
restaurant and cafe keepets tell the 
privilege of picking up the cigar 
stumps in their places to dealers, aud 
tbe proceeds atnoiint to a considerable 
sum during the year. In other places 
It is one of the perquisites of the head 
w alter.

Some of the stubs are takert to fac- 


tories, where they are cut up and man- 
ufactured into cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco, but the greater part of them 
are sold to the lower classes of work- 
ingmeii, sailors undv dock wallopers, 
who smoke them In their pipes. At 
the entrance of the navy yard, which 
is upon one of the most frequented 
streets in Naples and in a ^ery con- 
spicuous place, half a dozen of these 
secondhand cigar dealers can be found 
when the men are coming out of the 
gates at the close of their day's work. 
The employees are not allowed to 
smoke inside, and their wages- do not 
permit them to indulge in the luxury 
of cigars or e^en smoking tobacco at 
first hand, so, for a ceutissirao, which 
is tbe smallest coin imaginable—one- 
filth of 1 cent—they buy a cigar stub, 
crumble it up in their hands and era in 
it intd their pipes.—Chicago Herald.

GRANT AND OCHILTREE. 


The GrleTance tfie Pi^«ideut Hat 


Acaln*t the Colonel. 


"After the'war." said a veteran of- 


ficeholder, "a warm friendship spfttng 
up between General Grant and Colonel 
Tom Ocbiltree. although they bad 
fought on opposite sides.

.he code bill, is bared upon the fed 
eral plan. 


The Mayor is elected and appoints 


the heads of police, fire, public safe 
y and other departments. These offi- 
cers constitute a cabinet 
They are 


appointed or removed at the will of 
the mayor and are responsible to him 
alone, while he is responsible to the 
people. 


It is provided that the employes of 


all departments are protected by civil 
ervice. and the merit system in com- 
petitive 
examinations, is to be in 


force. 


The bill has been greatly amended, 


and the details have been arranged 
after much argument and study. 


The bill is voluminous and contains

The idea* which has appealed 
to most sculptors is that of a peristyle 
of generous proportions forming a 
background for an equestrian statue of 
Grant Perhaps half of the models are 
on this order. Another class consists 
of huge pedestals, with an equestrian 
statue of Grant at the top or peiuaps 
with an emblematical figuie at the top 
and Grant in front of the base. Anoth- 
er plan for giving an air of elaboration 
to the work is the construction of a 
huge platform, perhaps 300 feet long.

An infectious disease is one- vvlpcli

Thug the difeea&e germ (bacillus) which 
iioditces diphtheria is contained in the 
'exudate" or "false membrane" de 
losited in the throat or nasal passages 
of those suffering from this disease, 
ind the material coughed up by a pa 
lent with diphtheria is infectious tua- 
erial. In cholera and in typhoid fever 
lie discharges from the bowels con 
am the germ aud are consequently iu 
ectious material.

>revent the extension of infectious dis- 
ases by destroying the specific in tec 
ious agents—germs—which give rise to 
hem;

Any chemical agent -n hich destroys oi 


masks bad odors is commonly spoken of 
as a disinfectant, and there are a large 
number of so called "disinfectants" in 
the market ""which are simply deodor- 
r.nts and which are entirely untrust 
worthy for the destruction of infectious 
material—that is, material containing 
living disease germs. 


These disease germs belong to tbe 


class of low vegetable organisms—mi 
croscopic plants—known as bacteria, 
which as a rule thrive better iu the 
darkness than when exposed to, day 
light, and some of them are quickly 
destiojed by exposure to direct sun 
light.

l>orc!e bacilli in vast numbers is far lesf 
dangerous to the community in icgions 
wheie tbe patient can live out of doois 
and where tbe sun shines neai ly ever} 
day in the year. 


Some disease germs which are noi 


killed outright by exposure to tlie sun's 
rays are greatly restrained in their de 
vclopuient. This is true of the bacillus 
of tjphoid fever. Although it has been 
shown by carefully conducted ex.pen 
uents that certain disease germs are 
prompt!} destroyed by tbe luminous ra- 
diations from the sun, and e&peeially 
>y those at the violet end of the solar 
spectrum, it is also true that the heat 
•ays play an important part in the de 
sfruction of harmful bacteria. 


This is partly due to tbe fact that 


certain disease germs are quickly de 
.troyed by being deprived of all mois 
ure—by desiccation. Thus tbe germs 
jf cholera and of pneumonia quickly 
perish when completely dried. 


Other germs, however, as those of 
yphoid fever, of diphtheria and of 
consumption, may retain their vitality 
n a dried condition for several months. 
But the germs of all these diseases a re 
estroyed by a comparatively low tem- 
K-rature. 
Iu experiments winch I 


made several years ago I ascertained 
hat the germs of pneumonia and of 
holera were killed by exposure for a 
evv minutes to a temperature of 120 
egrees P. 
A still lower temperature is effective 
tbe time of exposure is 'prolonged, 


t is therefore evident that prolonged 
exposure to the direct rays of the sun 
would destroy these genus Independ- 
ently of the disinfecting power or 
germicidal action of tbe luminous rays 
or tlie fatal results of desiccation. 


Other disease germs require a high- 


er temperature for their destruction. 
The typhoid bacillus nnd the bacillus 
of diphtheria are killed by exposure 
to a temperature of HO degrees F. for 
ten minutes. 
In general, it may be 


stated that this temperature is fatal 
to all the most important disease semis. 


The facts stated furnish a scientific 


basis for practical disinfection, and it 
is evident that when sunshine is avail- 
able no chemical agents are essential 
for the destruction of disease germs. 
Any nrticle of food or drink wbicli lias 
been heated for a few minutes to some- 
thing near the boiling point of water 
is absolutely safe, so far as any dan-

Louis B. Mtigid, banker, of New 


York, who has been traveling through 
the south, Investigating the country 
for the introduction of silk culture, 
was In Washington recently. Being in- 
terested in the silk business, he has 
given special study for many years to 
the possibility of producing raw silk in 
the United States. 


"The United States is today using 


more than one-fourth of tbe world's 
production of raw silk, an! it produces 
none," said be to a reporter of the 
Washington Post. "There is no reason 
why this state of affairs should contin- 
ue, since we have the climate and soil, 
as well as cheap labor in the southern 
states, which is now unutilized and ad- 
mirably adapted for the purpose. Be- 
sides the si Mi culture is one that is easy 
and lasts only two months of the year 
at the outside, and the unproductive 
labor could easily give attention to it 


"1 will not speak of Japan and China. 


countries not of the highest civiliza- 
tion, but take Trance and Italy, more 
advanced countries, whose govern- 
ments are today encouraging sericul- 
ture and have encouraged it since its 
earliest days. They now receive one of 
their largest incomes from silk crops. 
The United States is purchasing from 
them annually this product and annu- 
ally sends $50,000,000 to 570,000,000 
abroad for the raw material. 


"Of course many experiments have 


been made in the United States to 
raise silk, but always in such a crude 
way that success could not be expected' 
in the undertaking. Usually some wo- 
man reads a pamphlet on the subject, 
then attempts tbe raising of silk. Of 
course such a person deserves credit 
for having the courage aud ambition to 
make the experiment, but the industry 
is oue of far greater importance and 
demands the co-operation of men with 
knowledge of sericulture and of finan- 
cial institutions as well as of the na- 
tional and state governments in its es- 
tablishment 


"I have'incorporated a stock compa- 


ny with some of my associates on a 
business basis. Our plan is practically 
to establish one or more colonies to be 
settled by northern Italians who are 
experts or, better said, inborn with the 
knowledge of silk culture and silk 
manufacture. By doing that we shall 
mnkc an object lesson to the- natives of 
the southern states, white and black 
alike, to teach them to raise the silk 
and to unwind the cocoons, making out 
of them a marketable product 


"A great obstacle which is in the way 


at the present time is that we have not 
expert labor to do the Avork. Now, by 
colonizing several districts with Ital- 
ians we will remove this obstacle. 
These Italians will teacb the natives to 
raise the silk, and the natives will also 
lave a chance to learn the unwinding 
or reeling of tbe cocoons. 


"The object of the company in brlng- 
ng these Italians is purely for that 
purpose, as it is not necessary on ac- 
count of labor to bring in Italians, for 
we have throughout the south much 
cheaper labor than is obtainable in any 
•art of Europe. Tbe southern laborers 
can-take up silk culture and yel be in a 
x>sition to continue producing their 
cotton crops and other agricultural 
products, because, as stated before, the 
silk raising lasts only two mouths of 
.be year and could be conducted by 
women or children above six years of 
age during the months of Slay and 


une. 
"The climate of the Piedmont sec- 
ion, which I call that between Wash- 
ngton. Atlanta and Columbus, is the 
deal place to begin, but there is no 
eason why the native farmers of ev- 
ry state in the Union should not en- 
gage in the silk culture, and ray coiu- 
>any offers to give them any and all 
nformation in connection with the 
natter, as we want every farmer to 
troducc silk, and we shall create a. 
market for tbe cocoons by our plan of 
establishing mills. I bad an interview 
with Secretary AVilson based on a long 
correspondence, and be -insured me 
bat as far as was in his power lie 
would assist tbe establishing of silk 
ulture in the United States, as* he has 
oug.been of the opinion lb.it silk cul- 
ure could be introduced in the United 
Statw and now has a bill before con- 
gross asking for $10.000. with which. I 
believe, lie is going to distribute mul- 
berry trees acd eggs to all who will ask 
for them."

.steel girders were still hot the workmen 
began building early Friday morning. 
and before 3 o'clock the next afternoon 
proincuaders were admitted upon the 
rebuilt portion. 


Still more remarkable was the spirit 


of the Individuals whose- stores and ho- 
tels were destroyed. Among the estab- 
lishments which were leveled to the 
beach was a "five and ten cent store." 
While yet the embers smoldered here 
and there this concern puF'urjfa new 
fence around the territory once occu- 
pied by the store and placed a dozen 
negroes to work digging out the broken 
crockery and trinkets which remained. 
These were placed on a counter along 
the fence, and people stood three deep 
all day long buying or struggling to buy

proof." 
Other signs announced the 


prompt rebuilding of other establish- 
ments. 


The tradesmen were very enterpris- 


ing in getting a new start. Even in 
smoky ruins could be seen such a sign 
as "Somewhat smoked, but not fogged. 
See me at - ." One photographer 
was burned out, but he saved his neg- 
atives and account book, and today he 
has up a billboard to this effect: "All 
photographs ordered from - will be 
delivered 
from - 's gallery 
this 


week." Other tradesmen who lost ev- 
erything promptly purchased a part of 
the stock of others carrying a similar 
line and have opened booths on the 
Chelsea or lower portion of the board 
walk. 


Those owning shops near -the fire 


have already begun preparations for 
disposing of their burned stocks. One 
trinket store is doing business without 
doors or windows, while other stores 
are already rapidly disposing of their 
stock at "half price." The sign "Fire 
Sale" is on numerous stores, and their 
owners are doing an unprecedented 
business, the prices beiug iu many 
cases above what they were before the 
conflagration. 


Many have taken advantage of the 


fire to advertise their wares and enter- 
prises. Work has begun on Young's 
ocean pier, and that will be completely 
repaired in a few days also. The pier 
was not very seriously damaged.

FAMOUS SEAT OF LEARNING. 


o \fonl

the oldest institution of lc:miing in 
England, says the New York \Voild. 
The Urst fuhly authenticated notice of 
Oxl'oid asa fetat ol learning' dntes from 
the time of Ldvinid the Contcssor. 
The first charter was granted to the 
tinnersity by King John. 


In 1201 the uni\ ersjty numbered with- 


iu its walls 3,000 students, "but," says 
an old English writer, "among these a 
company of i.irlclfe, who pretended to 
be scholaro, shuffled themselves iu and 
did act much villainy by thie^ ing, quar- 
reling," fete. 


The university if, made up of a num- 


ber of sepaiate corporations or col- 
leges. '.The colleges owe their exist- 
ence to endowments by benevolent per- 
sons, and some ol' them are of ancient 
date, notably Unhersity (1249), Baliol 
(1203) and Merton 0270). Richard III. 
did much for Oxford and granted the 
university many pi Iv lieges. 


Twenty-one colleges and sis halls 


now compose the uuh ersity, and about 
J3000 members are on the books. Of 
these about 3,500 aie resident under- 
rad nates. ' The income from endow- 
ments of the vanous colleges amounts 
to a little more than .$1,000,000. Tlie 
highest officer in the university Is the 
chancellor. He is elected by the mem- 
bers and holds office for life. 


A student to outer any of the colleges 


must have some knowledge of the 
classics and mathematics. To get a 
degree a student must leside at least 
twelve continuous leans at the" univer- 
sity. The study of ancient literatuie, 
history and philosophy is largely en- 
couraged at'Ovl'oid. Theie aio also 
schools in/ modem history, civil law aud 
theology.' Mathematics, natural sci- 
ence, etc., tm e each their schools. 


Attached to each college are fellow- 


ships and scholai ships, awaided in 
most cases "by open competition. 
In 


most colleges the fellowships are held 
for life, so long as the bolder remains 
unmarried. The value of the scholar- 
ship is about $400 or $oOO a year, ten- 
able for five je.iis. The university year 
is divided into four terms— 5Iichaelmn=. 
Hilary, Easter and Trinity. The 'inter- 
vals between tei ms are short, with the 
exception of the long vacation, \vhtch 
lasts Irom the Hist or second week in 
June until Oct. 10.

from London and lies northwest of the 
capital. It is'on the Thames, is exceed- 
ingly rich in beautiful buildings and is 
the most famous institution of learning 
in the world.

DISGUISED" AS NUNS. 


few Method of Smnsglinfi Chtne»e 


Acroiu tie Canadian Border. 


A new ruse for smuggling Chinese in- 


to the United Sfafcs lias been discover- 
ed near Hull,' Canada, writes a corre- 
spondent of tfie Baltimore Sun. A par- 
ty of supposed nuns and a priest board- 
ed a train m, Montreal a few days ago 
with tickets -for Johnsbury, VL Two 
commercial travelers noticed that they 
were closely veiled and never spoke a 
word. From them a United States cus- 
toms officer wtoo wa& mi the train took 
his cue and went into the car to inves- 
tigate. 


At Eiehford. Vt, he went his rounds 


among the passengers as usual, and the 
little reticules of the nuns and his own 
bag were handed to him by the priest 
These contained nothing out of the or- 
dinary, though the Book of Hours in 
each one was evidently quite new and 
unused as yet The supposed clergy- 
man was in his bland. French way most 
affable to the officer. 


When the train nest stopped, having 


doubled back ngain into Canadian ter- 
ritory, the man disguised as a priest, 
rising in his place, -made a signal to his 
friends and with them left the car. A 
few hours later the entire party was 
arrested while tramping along near 
Troy. Vt. by officeis of the United 
States customs. The capture has been 
I-opt as quiet as possible in the hope 
that the illicit percolation of Chinese 
into the United States from Canada 
might be diminished. 


It is noticeable at the present mo 


mcnt that Chinese laundries are being 
established in several \illages within 
ten or fifteen miles and on each side of 
the Maine and Vermont boundaries. In 
all probability these laundries are 
tnereiy depositories for the use of 
smugglers of Chinese, the surprising 
resemblance between these foreigners 
making it exceedingly difficult to keep 
tally of those arming and departing.
